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REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are pending. All claims are under examination. No claim is withdrawn. The 
Examiner is thanked for the allowance of claims 1-5, 12 and 13. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The comments by the Examiner on page 2 of the last Office Action relating to the IDS 
filed October 7, 2004, have been noted. Applicants respectfiiUy note that the Examiner has cited 
to the incorrect section of the MPEP. The Examiner's attention is directed to MPEP §60911 
("National Stage Application") and § 1893.03(g) ("Information Disclosure Statement in a 
National Stage Application"). Under the trilateral agreement between the USPTO, EPO and 
JPO, copies of references cited in an Intemational Search Report should have been forwarded to 
the USPTO upon entry into the national stage and Applicants need not separately provide them. 
However, upon review of the "Notice of Acceptance" issued on March 21, 2005 it appears that 
the USPTO did not receive such copies of the references. As such, for the Examiner's 
convenience copies of the references are attached hereto. Proper consideration thereof is 
respectfully requested. In addition, also attached is an English equivalent of DE-3331011-A1 
(i.e. US 4,503,194) and an EngUsh abstract of JP-8-1 1 172A. 

Oath 

A new oath is being filed concurrently herwith obviating all rejections to the oath on page 
2 of the last Office Action. 

Issues under 35 use 112 

The rejection in the first two paragraphs on page 3 of the last Office Action of selected 
claims under 35 USC 1 12 is traversed but has been overcome by the present amendments to 
claim 6. Support for the amendments to claim 6, can be found in original claim 1 . It is believed 
that claims 5-10, all of which are dependent on claim 6 were rejected only because claim 6 was 
rejected. Thus claims 5-10 are now free of objection because claim 6 is fi-ee of objection.
